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Mandate of the Commission 


The Planning and Implementation Commission was established under clause 9(a) of the 
Education Act on July 26, 1984, and by order-in-council (2048/84). The Commission is a 
Schedule T agency of the Ministry of Education.* With the passage of Bill 30,** the 
Commission received a mandate to operate until July 1, 1995, after which the legislation is 
repealed. The present Commission has been continued under order-in-council (154-158, 
186/91) for a term that expires on December 31, 1993. Under subsection 136r(1) of the 
Education Act, Chapter 129 of the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1980, the Commission is to 
exist beyond December 31, 1993, in a manner to be determined by a future order-in-council. 

The Commission is charged with planning and implementing changes in the 
governance and administration of secondary education in the Province of Ontario. It has a 
mandate to provide advice to the Minister of Education on all issues relative to Bill 30 and 
the implementation of extension. It is the Commission’s responsibility to advise and assist 
the Minister on all matters pertinent to the formulation of policy and criteria relative to the 
finance, governance, administration, and program offerings in the extension of Roman 
Catholic secondary education. 


Responsibilities of the Commission 


Advising the Minister with regard to: 

General Areas 

— the viability of the public secondary education system; 

— the distinctive mission of the Roman Catholic separate secondary education system; and 

— equity among school boards concerning access to finances, program breadth and 
availability, equipment, and resources. 

Specific Areas 


— the extension of Roman Catholic school boards based on the evaluation of board plans 
and impact statements; 


— the resolution of disputes between public and Roman Catholic school boards; 
— the designation of teachers; 
— the accessibility of guidance and program information; 


— the sharing of school facilities and services;

funding to encourage co-operation; 
the redeployment of underutilized capital stock; 
the teaching of adults in secondary day schools; 


policy development through memoranda, regulations, or amendments to the Education 
Act; and 


the future role of the Commission. 


Assisting boards through the following activities: 


encouraging the achievement of local solutions in the resolution of disputes; 
developing and communicating Commission policies by official memoranda; 


responding to requests from board officials for: 

¢ assistance in disputes regarding teacher designation or access to guidance 
information; or 

¢ information or consultation; 


financing and managing dispute resolution under subsection 136w(1) of the Education 
Act; and 


managing the dispute resolution process under subsections 136w(2-5) and 136x(1-18) if 
requested to do so by the Minister. 


Assessing the long-term impact of the implementation of Bill 30. 


Consulting with school board officials, trustee associations, teachers’ federations, other 
agencies, and the Ministry of Education with regard to all of the above.

Madeline Hardy, Chair of the Commission, is a former Director of Education of the Board 
of Education for the City of London, a position she held from 1980 to 1986. She has 
extensive experience in teaching and educational administration, and has been a Professor 


of Education at the University of Western Ontario and Associate Dean of Education of York 
University. 


William J. McCordic, who previously served as Chair of the Commission and is now its 
Vice-Chair, was Director of Education of the Metropolitan Toronto School Board from 1953 
to 1972. He was Executive Director of the Ontario Association of Education Administrative 
Officials from 1972 to 1979, following which he held a number of important short-term 
assignments, such as Interim Executive Director of the Ontario School Trustees’ Council. 


William J. Boivin was the Regional Director of the Midnorthern Ontario Regional Office 
of the Ministry of Education in Sudbury from 1984 to 1990. A former teacher and principal 
with the Sudbury District Roman Catholic Separate School Board, he has been active in 
both education and the community in Sudbury. 


M. Bill Eckert was Director of Education of the Huron-Perth County Roman Catholic 
Separate School Board from 1976 to 1990. During his thirty-four years as an educator, he 
also served as teacher, principal, and superintendent and is a former Governor of the 
Ontario Teachers’ Federation. He currently owns and operates a video production company. 


Maureen A. Radigan served as a trustee of the Hamilton-Wentworth Roman Catholic 
Separate School Board from 1967 to 1976 and from 1978 to 1982. A nurse by training, she 
has pursued a career in real estate since 1977. 


Francoise M. Wagstaff has spent thirty-six years in education, most recently as 
Superintendent of Program for the Ottawa Board of Education. Much of her career has 
been spent as a teacher, principal, and supervisory officer for the Ottawa board; this 
experience includes two years as a principal of continuing education responsible for both 
English- and French-language schools and courses.

The Report ~ 


This report covers the period beginning July 1, 1991, and ending June 30, 1992. Sixteen 
Commission meetings and teleconferences were held during the year. 

The purpose of this annual report is to communicate to all interested and concerned 
parties the present mandate, policies, procedures, and activities of the Commission and to 
make known and available to school boards and others its various resources and services. 
The content of the report reflects the close and ongoing communications among the 
Commission, local school boards, trustee associations, teachers’ federations, and others as 
they carry out their respective responsibilities with regard to Bill 30 and the delivery of 
secondary education in Ontario. 

An appendix of tables is included at the end of this report. The tables contain 
information on designated personnel from 1985 to 1991; the extension status in each 
Roman Catholic separate school board; lists of leased, transferred, and new schools since 
extension; and the Commission’s statement of expenditures for the 1991-92 fiscal year. This 
information has proven to be useful for people studying the practical effects of Bill 30 on the 
governance and financing of school boards since 1985. 


Commission Activities 


During the four years of the initial implementation period, 1985 to 1989, an average of 
forty-two board plans from separate school boards and impact statements from coterminous 
boards of education were reviewed annually by the Commission, with recommendations 
forwarded to the Minister. As a result, by 1989, all but a handful of separate school boards 
in Ontario had extended in one or more areas (see Table 2). 

Under section 136w of the Education Act, boards may request the assistance of the 
Commission to facilitate negotiations between or among boards with respect to 
accommodation disputes concerning the transfer, joint use, and joint ownership of real or 
personal property. In addition, boards can and do request assistance concerning other 
problem areas, such as teacher designation and access to guidance information. 

The Commission has met twenty-two times since the continuation of its mandate in 
February 1991. Its activities have included: 


— consideration of requests for assistance from school boards, fact finding, analysis of data, 
consultation, dispute resolution, and recommendations; 


— consideration of school boards’ plans for extension; 
— meetings with officials of the Ministry of Education; 
— presentations to trustees and officials at school board meetings; 


— communications with school board officials, teachers’ federations, school board 
associations, the media, and organizations of parents; 


— areview of Commission processes and procedures, resulting in the preparation of a 
critical-path document for dispute resolution; and 


— an ongoing assessment and determination of priorities. 


In addition, the Chair and Chief Executive Officer continue to meet with board officials and 
trustees to make assessments of issues so that future Commission involvement can be 
determined. These meetings help to clarify the nature of the specific issues in dispute, and 
stress the importance of negotiating professionally, quickly, and fairly. Rather than 
encourage the participation of outside third parties in the resolution of disputes, the 
Commission will increasingly promote and encourage co-operation whenever possible to 
result in local solutions to local-problems. 


Advising the Minister 


By letter and through meetings, the Commission has advised the Minister and ministry 
officials on the acceptability of agreements or strategic directions to settle accommodation 
disputes and other Bill 30 problems in Lincoln, Prescott-Russell, Sudbury, 
Cochrane-Iroquois Falls, Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, Frontenac, Thunder Bay, 
Windsor, Sault Ste. Marie, Ottawa, Simcoe, Kapuskasing, Nipissing, and Chapleau. 

Consistent with its mandate as a Schedule I advisory agency of the Ministry of 
Education, the Commission submitted the following to the Minister of Education during the 
1991-92 period: 


— Notice of the appointment of a facilitator in Sudbury (2), Prescott & Russell, and 
Cochrane. 


— Initiation of fact-finding projects by staff and regional offices in Thunder Bay, Prescott & 
Russell, Sault Ste. Marie, Windsor, Ottawa, Huron-Perth, and Simcoe. 


— Recommendations to the Minister regarding agreements arrived at through the use of 
facilitators appointed by the Commission to help resolve accommodation disputes in 
Lincoln and Prescott & Russell. 


— Recommendations to the Minister regarding the need for mediation after failed 
facilitation attempts in Sudbury. The Minister opted to manage the mediation process in 
the Sudbury accommodation dispute. 


— Information regarding current issues through frequent briefings with various personnel 
of the Ministry of Education. 


— Recommendations regarding separate school board plans for extension in the Prescott & 
Russell County Roman Catholic English Language Separate School Board, Simcoe 
County RCSS Board, and Sudbury RCSS Board. 


Monitoring the Impact of Bill 30 on Governance, Finance, 
Administration, and Program 


As part of its monitoring function, the Commission continues to collect information 
regarding accommodation, program, finance, and administration. This information is useful 
in determining the impact of the financing and governance of education as a result of 

Bill 30. Because the implementation of Bill 30 beyond 1990 is at significantly different 
stages of development in various parts of the province, the current Commission’s activities 
differ significantly from those of previous Commissions. Although Bill 30 issues today are 
not of the same magnitude and as numerous as they were from 1985 to 1989, those 
remaining have not diminished in importance. If handled inappropriately, they have the 
potential to become major distractions to the Ministry of Education’s main agenda. 


The Future (beyond July 1992) 
In March 1992, the Ministry of Education announced that it would initiate a Sunset Review 
of the Commission’s activities. A Sunset Review is a detailed inquiry into the functioning of 
a government agency so that an evaluation can be made of the need to continue such an 
agency. 

A Sunset Review Committee was appointed by the Ministry of Education in April 
1992. The report of the Sunset Review Committee was presented to the Assistant Deputy 
Minister of the Education Programs and Services Division at the end of June. The decision 
of the Minister, based on the recommendations of the Sunset Review Committee, will 
determine the future of the Commission. 


Communicating With School Boards 


The Commission distributes memoranda to directors of education and secretaries of boards 
on key Bill 30 issues to provide advice and assistance in the implementation process. It 
assists school boards in resolving disputes and gives advice on concerns relating to Roman 
Catholic secondary school extension. The Commission maintains a data bank of designated 
personnel since 1985 and monitors the activities of joint committees in coterminous boards.

The Commission’s chair, staff, and members have met with: 

— staff and trustees of Roman Catholic and public school boards; 

— regional office directors and staff; 

— the Minister’s staff and assistant deputy ministers; 

— Ministry of Education staff in legislation, finance, program, and regional services; 
— staff from the Northern Education Project; 


— executive and staff of trustee associations, teachers’ federations, and professional 
organizations; 


— former executive staff of the Commission; and 


— the chair of the Commission’s Sunset Review Committee. 


Assistance 
To School Boards 
The Commission: 


— finances and manages third-party assistance in dispute resolution under subsection 
136w(1) of the Education Act in disputes that involve accommodation matters; 


— assists school boards in disputes that involve the transfer of teachers or access to 
guidance and program information in coterminous boards; 


— helps school boards, if requested, to prepare the planning and/or impact statements 
necessary for the proposed extension of a Roman Catholic school board; and 


— responds to requests for information on Commission policies or legislation regarding 
finance, governance, and administration issues in the context of Bill 30. 


The Commission is prepared to consider a request for assistance when the request comes 
from a director of education or chair of a school board or the Minister of Education. 


To School Boards, Associations, Federations, and the Ministry of Education 
The Commission: 


— consults with and advises school boards and affiliates on the process of designating 
teaching and non-teaching personnel; 


— encourages school boards to develop local agreements to govern the designation of 
personnel; 


— insists that affiliates participate in the development of local agreements for the 
designation of personnel; and 


— recommends that all parties to a local agreement on the designation of personnel have 
access to legal counsel. 


To the General Public 
The Commission: 


— responds to inquiries from parents and parent organizations relating to various 
accommodation disputes and other extension issues; and 


— provides historical and current information, when appropriate, in answer to requests 
from the Freedom of Information and Correspondence Unit, researchers, and the media. 


Register of Designated Persons 

The Commission continues to maintain a list of names and positions of designated persons 
who have transferred their employment to a coterminous Roman Catholic school board. 
This register is maintained to safeguard the rights granted to such persons under Bill 30 
(see Table 1). 


Annual Reports of Joint Committees 

The establishment of joint committees of trustees from each of the coterminous boards is 
required under the Education Act. Subsection 136ka(15) of the Education Act requires joint 
committees formed by public and Roman Catholic boards as a result of extension to report 
their proceedings to the Commission annually. The Commission reviews these reports and 
informs the Minister of matters that were discussed. 

Joint committees were intended to promote co-operation between coterminous public 
and separate boards. They provide an opportunity for coterminous boards to review issues 
that affect the wider community and to consider long-term plans for the joint use of 
facilities, staff, transfers, and curriculum development. 

When a dispute between school boards is referred to the Commission, the 
Commission will want the assurance from the school board making the request for 
intervention that the joint committee has indeed met and that it has discussed the matter 
at issue. The joint committee has the potential not only for resolving disputes but for also 
arriving at sharing arrangements that could produce economies of significant proportions. 

For 1991, reports were received from all school boards that are involved with joint 
committees. Twenty school boards held an average of 2.25 joint committee meetings during 
the year. Although a large number of boards held no joint committee meetings, some boards 
met more often than the average 2.25 meetings. One joint committee held eight meetings in 
one year. 


In descending order of frequency, the nine topics most often dealt with by joint committees 
are as follows: 


— transportation 

— sharing of equipment and resources 
joint ventures with coterminous boards 
— purchase of services 

— property assessment/lot levies 

— mill rates 

— sharing program development 

— sharing staff development 

— designation of teachers 


Other topics discussed by joint committees, in descending order of frequency, include the 
following: 

— variety and breadth of program offerings 

— child care 

— purchase of computer services and equipment 
— sharing of guidance and program information 
— sharing teacher expertise 

— tuition fees 

— school transfer 

— sharing of accommodation 

— construction of new schools 

— sharing consulting services 

— adult education 

— high cost factor 

— open access 

— board reorganization 

— trustee distribution 

— joint ventures with community colleges 

— teachers’ contracts 


Planning and Implementation 


From the outset, the Commission has encouraged coterminous school boards to increase 
their consultation with each other so that greater co-operation can occur when the 
accommodation of separate secondary school students becomes necessary. In 1985, the 
Commission initiated a process for evaluating the extension requests of Roman Catholic 
separate school boards. The process encourages dialogue between coterminous boards 
undergoing social and educational change and is intended to help the public and separate 
school systems achieve implementation. Roman Catholic boards may apply for approval to 
extend for any of the following reasons: 


— to purchase secondary education from the coterminous public board 
— toadd an additional year for a school already established 


— to offer secondary education in a new school in an area where there has been no previous 
extension in either French or English 


— to establish a new instructional unit in either French or English 
— toestablish a new secondary school in a single secondary school community 


The planning process is based on the principle that decisions should derive from plans 
developed locally with the co-operation of all concerned parties. The information in the 
plans and impact statements is helpful to the Commission in determining how the new 
Roman Catholic secondary school initiative will affect both the viability of Roman Catholic 
education and the existing public secondary school system. 


The Board Planning Model 


— The separate school board first completes a “board plan”, which it shares with the local 
board of education. 


— The public board then completes an “impact statement”, which it shares with the local 
separate school board. 


— Both documents are then sent to the Commission for study. 


— The staff of the Commission meets with board officials to ensure that both parties agree 
on the accuracy of the data in the planning and impact documents. 


Existing school board planning and impact documents are being revised to reflect more 
current realities. 
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The Approval Process 


Plans may be approved in whole or in part and may be subject to conditions or limitations. 
The process consists of the following steps: 


The data contained in the board plans and impact statements are checked for accuracy 
and completeness. 


Consensus between school boards is sought regarding the data. 


The Commission analyses the board plans and impact statements to ensure that they 
comply with the criteria. 


The Chief Executive Officer of the Commission communicates with the separate school 


boards, indicating areas in which the board plans fail to meet the criteria or information 
requirements. 


Separate school boards supply revisions to their board plans as required. 


The Commission reviews the board plans and makes a recommendation to the Minister 
of Education on all boards that have submitted plans. 


The Minister of Education indicates to each separate school board whether its plan has 
been approved or rejected. If a plan is rejected, the reasons for the rejection must be 
stated. 


Separate school boards that have completed the extension process but have additional or 
new requests for programs are required to complete the form entitled “Plan: New 
Requests for Secondary School Extension”. The same approval process will be observed 
for these plans. The form entitled “Impact Statement: New Requests for Secondary 
School Extension” must be prepared by the coterminous boards of education. 


Criteria for the Approval of Plans for Secondary School Programs 


The Education Act, 1990, forms the basis for the establishment and operation of secondary 
school programs by Roman Catholic school boards. Subsection 136v(2) of the Education Act 
sets out the criteria by which the Commission is to assess plans for secondary school 
programs: 


“The criteria are that the method, 


(a) must permit the Roman Catholic school board to provide viable secondary 
school education; 


(b) must promote the best interests of public education in Ontario, 


(c) must ensure the viability of the secondary school program offered by the 
public board especially in single secondary school communities; and 


(d) must ensure, in a community that has only one secondary school operated by 
a public board, that the secondary school will continue to be operated by the 
public board despite the election to provide secondary education by a Roman 
Catholic school board having jurisdiction in the community, unless the 
public board decides otherwise.” 
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Planning and Impact Statement Documents 


RCSSBs Wishing to Begin Extension (see Table 2) 

Separate school boards that intend to begin extension in 1993-94 in either French or 
English (or both) shall prepare a plan entitled “Plan for Secondary School Programs, 
1993-94” and submit it to the Commission as soon as possible but no later than February 
15, 1993. RCSSBs should contact the Commission office (416-314-0423) to obtain 
copies of the documents. After such a request is received from a separate board in this 
category, the Commission will automatically send the appropriate documents to the 
coterminous/coextensive board(s) of education, requesting the completion of the Impact 
Statement and its return to the Commission as soon as possible but no later than 

March 1, 1993. 


RCSSBs Wishing to Complete Extension (see Table 3) 

Separate school boards that have begun but not completed extension in either French or 
English shall prepare a plan entitled “Completion Plan for Secondary School Programs, 
1993-94” and submit it to the Commission as soon as possible but no later than February 
15, 1993. RCSSBs should contact the Commission office (416-314-0423) to obtain 
copies of the documents. After such a request is received from a separate board in this 
category, the Commission will automatically send the appropriate documents to the 
coterminous/coextensive board(s) of education, requesting the completion of the Impact 
Statement and its return to the Commission as soon as possible but no later than 

March 1, 1993. 


RCSSBs That Have Completed Extension but Have New Requests Requiring Commission 
Approval (see Table 3) 

Separate school boards that have completed extension in one or both languages but have a 
new request requiring the approval of the Commission (i.e., establishing a new RCSSB 
secondary school in a single secondary school community and/or new instructional units in 
French or English) shall prepare a plan entitled “Plan: New Requests for Secondary School 
Extension, 1993-94” and submit it to the Commission as soon as possible but no later than 
February 15, 1993. RCSSBs should contact the Commission office (416-314-0423) to 
obtain copies of the documents. After such a request is received from a separate board 
in this category, the Commission will automatically send the appropriate documents to the 
coterminous/coextensive board(s) of education, requesting the completion of the Impact 
Statement and its return to the Commission as soon as possible but no later than 

March 1, 1993. 


The Commission has identified a number of other aspects of implementation to be 
considered by school boards. 


Access to School Program and Guidance Information 


Introduction 

The long-standing Commission policy is currently under review by the Commission, which 
is in the process of consulting with the Ministry of Education, federations, and associations 
ae regard to the appropriateness of the existing policy, stated below, in light of current 
realities. 


Existing Policy 

The will of the Legislature in section 1360 of the Education Act is clearly that pupils from 
each elementary school system should have the right to attend a secondary school operated 
by the other system. This intent will be frustrated unless pupils in their final year or years 
of elementary school, along with their parents, have the opportunity to learn what the 
secondary schools open to the pupils have to offer. 
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All school boards will ensure that information about the schools and programs 
offered by the coterminous/coextensive boards is available in their elementary schools and 
that pupils and their parents have access to the guidance or other appropriate personnel of 
the coterminous/coextensive board. 

Before option sheets are completed for the 1993-94 school year and for each year 
thereafter, all separate and public school boards are required to: 


— distribute materials on program offerings available in the secondary schools of the other 


system to each Grade 8 pupil and his or her parents in the local elementary schools of 
the board; 


— inform Grade 8 pupils and their parents about how to contact guidance personnel in the 
secondary schools of the other system; and 


— ensure the access of guidance personnel from the other system to Grade 8 pupils by: 
¢ allowing guidance personnel representing the secondary schools in the other system 
to have access to all Grade 8 pupils in the elementary schools within the attendance 
area to discuss the program options available in these secondary schools and to 
distribute relevant materials; 


OR 


* arranging information sessions that Grade 8 pupils and their parents in the other 
system are invited to attend in order to receive information from guidance personnel 
about program offerings available in the secondary schools of the board. 


Other methods of informing pupils and their parents about programs in 
coterminous/coextensive boards are acceptable if the procedures respect the intent of 
section 1360 of the Education Act and are jointly agreed to by the appropriate joint 
committee(s). 


Accommodation and Facilities 


Underutilized Facilities and Sharing 
It is expected that boards will avoid duplicating facilities and accommodation and ensure 
that the existing stock of capital facilities in secondary schools is well utilized. 

It is therefore necessary to make maximum use of existing school plants. The 
Commission intends to review data on underutilized secondary school facilities in Ontario. 
This review will assist the Commission in making recommendations to the Minister of 
Education that will encourage a cost-effective and fiscally responsible use of secondary 
school space. 

The Commission also wishes to facilitate co-operation between boards in order to 
avoid costly duplication in the construction of new facilities and the purchase of specialized 
equipment. Therefore, the Commission will continue to encourage and persuade school 
boards to make better use of existing joint committees to deal with such matters. 


Guidelines for “En Bloc” Transfers 


The following guidelines for “en bloc” transfers should be read in connection with the 
provisions of the Education Act, 1990, dealing with the governance of French-language 
schools, particularly with respect to the powers given to French-language sections of school 
ae A separate school board that has complied with the provisions of the Education Act, 
1990, for performing the duties of a secondary school board within the area of jurisdiction of 
the board may negotiate with its coterminous board(s) the “en bloc” transfer of existing 
French-language schools or French-language entities. 
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A separate school board may request an “en bloc” transfer and, where appropriate, 


receive approval for such a transfer if: 


the separate school board and the public board, or the appropriate authority under the 
Education Act, enter into an agreement for the transfer of the school; 


extensive consultation has been held with the francophone community at large and with 
individuals and groups having a particular interest in French-language education; 


the separate school board has reviewed the funding issues (this review should be based 
on the current grant plan arrangements); 


the proposed transfer reflects the wishes of those mentioned in the first item listed above 
and of the French-language sections of the two boards; 


the separate school board and the public school board enter into an agreement in 

respect of: 

¢ school buildings according to the provisions in Ministry of Education Memorandum 
1986:B7 and Amendment no. 5 to the Capital Grant Plan, 1979; 

¢ the purchase and/or lease of existing furniture and equipment in the schools; 


the boards agree that all affected staff will be designated in accordance with section 
136-1 of the Education Act and the regulations made thereunder; 


the French-language sections of the two boards agree on arrangements for religious 
education and credit courses (many of the pupils attending French-language secondary 
school instructional units do so for program purposes, and recognition of this fact is 
required); 


the Commission recommends the “en bloc” transfer to the Minister; and 


the Minister grants approval.
